'. When Longstrcet) found his enemy In 
great numbers on his front he laid a 
{Sinn' to get around to his rear and cut 
tilm'off from Knoxvlllc. For this pnr- 
pV>3e be called into his service n local 
ifuldev who promised to pilot the Con- 
foderhtcfl by n blind rond around the 
federal front. The guide failed to keep 
his contract, but the persistent -I^nng- 
atreefnenrly succeeded. in spite qf this 
failure. There were three roads lending 
np the valley.' converging nt Campbell's 
Station. The troops that could get to 
the junction first would decide whether 
the battle for Knoxvllle • should be 
fpugbt In the open- or behind the earth- 
works the' Federals were rapidly piling 
up around the town. 
-It would have sultcd-tbc Confederate 
leader had Burnsldc made a deliberate 
retreat. In that event he hoped to bent 
ijlm in the march to the junction.

Hut the engi- 
neer had privately arranged with San- 
ders to ll^-lit on until actually driven 
from the hill. Between the rail pile and 
the Armstrong house there were some 
cedar trees, and cither by mlHundcr- 
standing of orders.or becauRC-thc tire 
was too hot for them the Carolinians 
halted at the cedars and lay down, 
firing from there their first shots of the 
charge. 


The halt of the Carolinians any one 


at n distance could sec was a military 
blunder. Every second of gi'nee was n 
godsend to Sanders, with hin shaky 
line. One of the spectntors'of'the af- 
fair was Captain Wlnthrop, a foreign 
aid on the Bin ft of Colonel Alexander, 
Longstreet's artillery chief. Wlnthrop 
was with the napoleon Rims 'at the 
Armstrong house. Seeing the awkward 
halt, he rode forward through the pros- 
trate ranks on. to the Federal barri- 
cade. A dozen rlllc muzzles greeted the 
daring aid, who had formerly been! n 
captain In her majesty's Twenty-third 
foot regiment. One bullet pierced bis 
collar bone, ii ml he fell across the neck 
of his charger, who reeled aiid carried 
hla.disabled rider back to the .Confed- 
erate lines.

Inspired by Wlnthrop's gallant ride, 


tho Carolinians arose and rushed for 
the barricade. ' Sanders,: able soldier 
that he.was, knew the hour hud come.

Standing* head 
and shoulders above the barricade, he 
was a flue target for the Confederates 
and was shot down-just. as.the enemy, 
'coming on with n yell, poured over'the 
breastwqrk. ; It was then--half past, 2 
o'clock. When word of Sanders' .heroic 
death reached-the forthc'hnd fought 
so gallantly to protect In Its weakness 
It was named In his honor, nnd when 
next Lonsstrect's men clashed with tho 
defenders of Knoxvlllc It was In, a 
bloody combat along the walls of Fort 
Sander!*.

After the fall of Sanders and tho de- 


struction of his line I.oncstroot rapid- 
ly pushed his skirmishers . up. to' the 
Federal outposts. Before looking-the 
ground over he was eager to attack arid 
finish the business, but after surveying 
the new Fort Sanders changed his 
mind and concluded to wait for re-en 
forcemeats from Virginia. 


Just in front of thu fort the Confed 


orate sharpshooters' found convenient 
blockhouses consist Injfof two log barns 
that the Federals had not destroyed, as 
Is thu custom on retreating from that 
ground. Securely sheltered behind the 
thick log- walls tho marksmen picked 
off men at the fort. Realizing the dan 
ger from this .point Burnsldc' ordered 
the Seventeenth Michigan Infantry to 
destroy thu sharpshooters' lair nt once 
The regiment set out at night and 
moving slowly to the picket line, charg 
ed from there on n run. The sharp 
shooters opened flru, but tho Yanks out 
numbered them, and they left In n bur 
ry. leaving uneaten n pan of hot bis 
cult. The buildings were tired, and 
while thu Michigan men marched back 
to the fort In the light of the burning 
pine loss Colonel Alexander opened n 
brisk cannonade, which had no other 
effect than to quicken their steps some 
what.
